On Boakd United Press Tug via 
Sandy 
Hook, 
Sept. 
12. 
Yachtsmen 
found bright ekiea overhead 
and a 
piping 
breeze 
coming 
in from the 
southwest 
when they took their first 
weather 
observations 
today. 
The 
Weather 
Bureau 
seemed 
decided 
against the Valkyrie for certain, and 
the Defender weather furnished 
for 
the third international races made it 
seem 83 If Uncle Sam's officials had 
concluded to help the Defender wind 
up the contest by three straight win- 
nings, and thus end the fight for the 
America's cup 1895. 
Tho controversy over the accident at 
the start on Tuesday, and the manner 
in which 
Lord 
Dunraveu 
and Mr. 
Iselin insisted upon judgment on tbe 
protest and repelled all the efforts of 
tbe Regatta Committee 
to obtain a 
mutual 
agreement 
to resail the race, 
led many to think that bad blood bad 
been aroused, and that Lord 
Dun-rave- n, 
after 
bearing 
the decision, 
would refuse to start in any more 
races and take his boat back to Eng- 
land. 
He proved 
to be too good a 
yachtsman 
for that, and aside from 
vigorous protests against interference, 
steamers, yachts and tugs made no 
objection to tbe verdict. 
He informed tbe committee that he 
would refuse to start in another race 
if tbe fleet of excursion steamers occu- 
pied tbe space needed for tbe yacbts 
for maneuvering 
before crossing the 
line, and tbat be would withdraw his 
boat at any-tim- 
when steamboats 
in- 
terfered with tbe Valkyrie's wind or 
gave her their wash. 
The Regatta 
Committee 
assured 
Lord 
Dunraven 
that they would do everything in their 
power to obtain a clear course. Special 
orders were given 
to the captains of 
patrol vessels. 
Both yachts lay at anchor off Bay 
Ridge all night. 
The Defender 
re- 
placed her broken 
topmast with a 
smaller 
and thinner one. It looked 
very light, and many yachting sharps 
who sized it up this morning hoped 
that the wind would not get too lively 
during the race, as the spar seemed 
hardly strong enough for the work. 
The Defender left Bay Ridge in tow 
of the tugW. B. Flint at 7:15 a.m. 
The Valkyrie took a line from the tug 
Millard and was towed down through 
the Narrows on her way to starting 
line. 
After passing the Narrows tbe 
Defender sent up her mainsail, nnd, 
wnen 
opposite 
tswinburne 
island, 
shook out her jib and dropped her tutr 
The Valkyrie sent up her mainsail off 
Hoffman island, but continued to tow 
down tbe bay. 


THE THIRD RACE. 


The ValUyrio Withdrew and the Defender 
Sailed Alone. 
New York, Sept. 12 
The two big 
yachta were ready for the start before 
10 o'clock this morning. 
The damage 
sus alned 
by the Defender in Tues- 
day's race 
had 
been fully repaired. 
At 10 o'clock the wind was due west, 
blowing 
strongly 
and 
increasing in 
strength. 
Tbe 
sea was 
smooth and 
tbe weather clearing. 
The two boats began to maneuver 
for the start 
and kept it up for over 
an hour, until tbe starting gun was 
fired. 
Tbe excursion boats kept well 
away from tbe starting line and tbe 
yachts had plenty of room. 
The spec- 
tators were by no means absent, how- 
ever, for a long line of excursion boats 
and craft of every description extend- 
ed from Scotland light 
to tbe Hook. 
The 
Defender 
presented a beautiful 
appearance as she scudded along with 
a free sheet and all sails set. 
She was 
a marker for the eager spectators. 
The two boats kept near tbe line in 
readiness 
for tbe start, though 
the 
Valkyrie seemed less eager than the 
Defender to cross 
the line. 
Much of 
tbe time tbe two boats were nearly 
obscured by the combination of smoke 
from the two excursion boats with tbe 
haze tbat lay on tbe water. 
The windbadsteadilyfreshened,and 
by 10:40 was blowing about eighteen 
miles an hour from south of west. It 
was announced tbat the race would be 
fifteen miles 
to leeward, and return. 
The Valkyrie was under mainsail and 
jihs, and tbe Defender 
under 
main-Ba- il, 
jibs, staysail and clubtopsail. 
The judges seemed in no hurry to 
give 
the starting signal, 
and 
tbe 
yacbts hud to kill time. 
'1 he Defend- 
er made the better appearance 
of the 
two, moving as buoyau'Iy as a duck. 
The Valkyrie was sluggish in compar- 
ison. 
The 
Preparatory 
Gun. 
At 11:10 the preparatory 
gun was 
fired 
and things 
began to be more 
interesting. 
A few minutes 
after 
11 
the tug Luckenbacb 
signals 
showing that the course wus to be to 
leeward, fifteen miles east by south 
and return. 
The two yachts, 
close 
together, prepared to make the start. 
The excursion 
boats were well back 
out of the way, and the course was 


clear except for a few sailing vessels. 
The Defender 
made for the line in 
the port tack, with tbe Valkyrie 
a 
quarter of a mile away. 
The Valkyrie 
set her foresail and forestaysail 
and 
stood back for the line. 


The 
Race 
Started. 
The starting gun was fired at 11:20. 
The Defender set her huge spinnaker 
jmt as tbe gun was fired, and crossed 
the line at 11:20:24. 
The Valkyrie 
crossed at 11:21.59. 
The 
Valkyrie 
Withdrew. 
Th9 Valkyrie had scarcely crossed 
the line when it was seen that she 
was going about on the starboard tack 
and was apparently withdrawing from 
the race. 
She raised the protest flag. 
The pilot boat Fannie Williams was 
directly in her course, and it was evi- 
dent that Dunraven 
Intended 
to ad- 
here 
to the determination 
be 
an- 
nounced last night and refuse to race 
unless tbe course were kept clear. 
The 
Defender 
continued 
on her 
course, followed by the judge's boat. 
When the Valkyrie retired she flew 
a flag announcing the surrender of tbe 
race and was at once taken in tow by 
her tender. 
She was surrounded by a 
crowd of tugs, for all were eager to 
learn the cause of her withdrawal, and 
as she passed into the harbor the tugs 
still horered around her. 
Many of tbe 
excursion boats passed up the bay, the

interest 
in the contest 
having, 
of 
course, been lost when the Valkyrie 
withdrew. 
At first the Valkyrie's 
course was generally 
commended and 
she was cheered by many of tbe tugs, 
but later it came to be believed tbat 
tbe pilot boat wa3 merely an excuse 
for withdrawal. 
The pilot boat, It is 
said, could not have interfered with 
tbe Valkyrie. 
The fact that the Val- 
kyrie seemed less eager to start and 
crossed tbe line under 
much shorter 
sail tban the Defender was corrobora- 
tion of tbe fact that Dunraven was not 
anxious for the race today. 
Gradually the tugs left tbe retreat- 
ing boat until she was deserted by all 
except 
her tender, 
one tug and a 
couple of launches. 
Another fact tbat 
is considered significant 
is tbat the 
Valkyrie's tug remained in tbe vicin- 
ity of the start evidently 
expecting to 
be called upon to perform tbe service 
of towing the yacht back. 
Those who attempted to gain 
infor- 
mation from the Valkyrie 
with 
scant 
courtesy. 
Dunraven 
and hia 
friends remained below and no answer 
was returned to questions. 
Going It Alone. 
Meanwhile tbe Defender, with all 
sails set, was flying away to the south- 
east evidently sailing over the course 
at the same rate as if tbe Valkyrie 
were In close pursuit. 
As she got off 
shore she took in her staysail. 
A number of excursion boats follow- 
ed the Defender and disappeared with 
her into the fog as she approached the 
stake-boa- 
t. 
The wind was light, only 
eigbt miles an hour, and the excur- 
sion boats ran ahead of the yacbts and 
clustered around 
the stake 
boat in 
such a way tbat it was with difficulty 
that the Defender approached the boat. 
She rounded it at 1:40 and started 
to 
beat toward home. 
Occasionally 
a3 tbe fog lifted the 
Defender could be seen surrounded by 
tbe excursion 
boats 
She 
had her 
lower sails and ber clubtopsail set and 
was bowling along at a floe pace. 
As the Defender reached the finish 
line it was easy to see the wonderful 
speed of the boat. 
She fairly galloped 
toward the mark. 
Sbe carried 
her 
jibtopeail 
and there 
was no sign of 
weakness in her mast. 
Her spoon- 
like bow points very close to the wind. 
She skims pat tbe steam yachts as 
though the latter were anchored. 
The Race Ended.

A unanimous 
vote was passed in

Dr. Day was in favor of allowing 
quarantined 
vessels

Pacific Mall wharf for freigbt.

would be no danger and the work 
would be lessened. 
Member Waterbouse said such ves- 
sels should 
go outolde the hatborat 
night, as there was great temptation 
for tbe sailors to come ashore. 
President Smith said he bad donbled 
the guard at the 
Inter-Islan- d 
wharf, 
in order to allow the W. G. Hall to 
discharge ber sugar. 
A letter was read from a citizen of 
Kailua. 
In It statements were made 
deprecating the action of tbe people of 
Hllo in maklug such stringent rules. 
The people of Ktllua were with tbe 
Board 
of Health at 
Honolulu 
and 
were in favor of lauding such freigbt 
as might be sent from Honolulu under 
permit of that body. 
Messrs. Eua and McStocker stated 
having received letters from Kailua 
and Hookeua, in which representative 
citizens spoke of the plllkia with 
re- 
spect to rice. 
The Japanese uml 
Chi- 
nese were showing signs of uneasiness. 
Natives and white men were all right, 
but tbe 
two nationalities 
who were 
dependent to a large extent on rice, 
were beginning to get into pretty ser- 
ious straits. 
The 
regulations 
of the committee 
appointed to make arrangements for 
disinfecting 
the city, were read by 
President Smith and adopted as regu- 
lations of the Board.

loug as the 
sources of infectioti remained, there 
was danger of renewed outbreaks 
at 
intervals, 
which would continue the 
necessity 
for quarantine 
aud luspec 
tion anil the injury 
to 
ss 
and 
menace to life. 
It 
also to be 
agree 
I that the two main sources of 
piobable 
contagion, 
now 
existing, 
were (1) the water in certain 
locali- 
ties; 
aud

infected clothing 
and 
buildings. 
One reaon for believing the latter 
to be a source of Infection is, that 
among the large number of caes con- 
cealed until after death, the clothing 
auu 
personal 
oeiougiugs oi 
me 
He 
ceased have in most instances 
been 
concealed, manifestly for the purpose 
of preventing their destruction. 
The 
fact that thi clothing has been scat- 
tered about the town is undoubtedly 
one of the causes of the isolated aud 
otherwise unaccounted 
for cases in 
localities entirely separated from any 


iuft-ctio- 
The method 
of neutralizing 
these 
two sources of iufectiou was referred 
to two committees for consideration 
and report by way of .suggestion to 
the Board. 
The committee on infected clothing 
and buildings, consistiugof the under 
signed, renirt, that they 
have 
con- 
sulted tht Citizen's Sanitary Commit- 
tee, aud the inspectors acting in con- 
duction with them, as well as others, 
and this report has their approval. 
Among other matters which 
have 
come to the committee's attention, is 
tne fact that duiiug the past 
two 
weeks, a large majuiity of the cases 
have originated went of "Nuuauu street 
and makal of the line ot School street; 
and, with exception, all of the cases 
during 
the last five days have 
five 
day 
have originated 
in the Palama 
aud Kalii.i section of the town. 
Under 
thete circumstances, 
there 
has 
been 
considerable 
discussion 
of 
tbe propriety 
of strietly 
quarantin- 
ing that secnon and allowing no one 
to pome out f'ir a' given period. 
The conclusion 
wa-- t reached, 
how 
ever, that this 
bad better 
not be at- 
tempted, for three reasons, viz: 
(1) The Board ol Healiu has already 
either desiio.ved or thoroughly 
disiu 
fected all buildings 
and premises in 
which auy cholera patients have been 
located, aud quarantined 
all other oc 
cupauisof the building; and, in Wai 
pilopilo, hax removed from the district 
and 
placed 
in quarantine 
the entire 
settlement, amounting 
to over sixty 
people. 
(2) The Palama section is the most 
difficult of auy iu town to effectually 
quarantine. 
It is divided by only two 
main streets, Lillha aud King streets, 
while it U 
iuter-ecte- d 
with numerous 
narrow, 
crooked lanes and blind al- 
leys, with large portions intersected by 
swamps, springs aud ditches, aud 
hav-in- 
g 
no means of communication 
ex- 
cept loug, narrow, rice and taro patch 
banks. 
The cholera cae3 have been on both 
sides nl King aud Liliha street. 
The 
quarantining of the infected locality 
would therefore require a line having 
no natural boundary, 
or eUe one in- 
cluding a large portion 
of uninfected 
territory, 
in either cae it would 
be 
difficult to effectually carry it out. 
If 
the disease should 
increase 
iu 
the 
future it may be necessary 
to further 
reconsider this subject, but, uuder ex- 
isting circumstances, 
tbe committee 
does not see its way clear 
to recom

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This proposition appears at first sight 
to involve a Herculean 
task. 
And so 
it would if au attempt should be made 
to carry it out by hired laborers and 
without the co operation of tbe people. 
But "many hands make light work," 
and if every householder 
and person 
in town will disinfect his own premi- 
ses and belongings on a given day the 
work can be accomplished on that day. 
Your 
committee 
believe that the 
proposition is entirely practical if the 
procedure 
hereunder 
indicated 
is 
adopted. 
If sufficient lime or other disinfect- 
ants were available, 
we should recom 
mend that the disinfecting 
procedure 
hereunder suggested be applied to the 
whole city 
The committee has ascer- 
tained, however, that besides thirty 
barrels in the 
posses-io- n 
of tbe Board 
which must be kept for current cases, 
there are ouly 
fifty barrels, 
newly 
burned by E B Thomas, available in 
the city. 
No more will be available 
from tbe latter source until next Sun- 
day. 
About 
150 barrels is expected 
by the Audrew Welch, now about due; 
but it is not here, and may not be for 
another week, and some of this will 
not be available. 
In addition 
to lime, there is avail- 
able for disinfecting 
purposes enough 
material 
to make 2500 cations of cor- 
rosive sublimate 
aud 
45,000 lbs. of 10 
per cent, solution 
of sulphuric acid, 
with a productive capacity 
of 10 000 
lbs. a day iu addition. 
There are also 
small quantities 
of some other disin 
fectants hereinafter enumerated. 
The 
committee 
has 
received extremely 
conflicting advice as to the relative 
value of the above named substances, 
and, 
therefore, 
do not 
express any 
opinion upon the subject, leaving to 
tne iioaru me decision ot what disin 
fectant shall be used; but all seem to 
agree that lime 
Is good, aud as lime 
has the advantage of 
where it has been used, the com- 
mittee suggest that it be used when- 
ever practicable as soon as available.

Wo enclose herewith

Although beyond the strict limits of 
the subject referred to us, as the action 
proposed is widespread and radical, all 
information and suggestions available 
should be obtained,

town he esneciallv invited 
to attend, 
and where a more general expression 
of public sentiment can 
be obtained

The thirty barrels on band with the 
Board of Health authorities 
are re- 
quired as a reserve for special use and 
will have to be returned 
to the party 
from which they were borrowed out 
of fie 150 barrels-- which are expected 
to arrive shortly 
by sailing 
vessel. 
From fifty to ninety 
barrels 
will be 
the probable output from tbe burning 
at the lime kiln. 
Any quantity of commercial

The majority of the physicians con- 
sulted by the committee 
recommend 
tbe last mentioned (bichloride of mer- 
cury) as the ouly

although a number

tbem considered sulphuric acid, 
disin-fectiu- 
e, 
creoline, crude carbolic acid 
and permanganate

President 
thought 
Honolulu 
was not outbf the woods yet, although 
it seemed that the disease was checked. 
It was to be hoped that no new cases 
of cholera would appear. 
If the report 
could 
be carried out it should be done 
at once. 
Everything was being done 
to stamp out tbe 
e. 
The opinions 
of medical men were to the eflect that 
cases might appear iu a week or two, 
and if conditions 
were neglected the 
epidemic might be renewed. 
It was a 
big undertaking

of the committee, 
but it should be done as near as

He believed that it would take 
more than one day to clean the city as

It was to be

Perhaps it would be

with what was available 
rather than wait. It was the duty 
of 
every citizen to do all possible to rout 
out tbe cholera. 
Dr. Emerson 
believed that half a 
loaf was better than no bread. 
He 
was of the opinion that work should 
be commenced at once and with what 
material was available. 
President Smith added that the in-

Several 
parties 
infected with 
cholera had circulated throughout the 
city before going to the cholera hos- 
pital, aud through this mean3 the in 
fection migul have 
been carried to 
different stores. 
Dr. Smith suggested 
that the in- 
spectors 
be instructed 
to 
ascertain 
how many 
hou-e- s 
needed thorough fu- 
migation and whitewashing,especially 
those inhabited 
by natives. 
Different 
kinds of disinfectants could be used on 
other houses. 
President Smith favored the 
sug- 
gestion that the inspectors 
make re 
ports or

actiou be taken on their recommenda- 
tions. 
Mr. Thurston was positive that the 
most important thing to be avoided 
was discrimination. 
The natives wer 
more than 
anxious

The flrst case of tar and feathers in 
Honolulu for some years, if not the 
first, was carried 
out last night hy 
four or Ave determined, but unknown 
individuals, 
the victim being Frank 
Godfrey, well known 
in this city, on 
the other islands, and at the Coast. 
So far as 
can 
be 
gathered, 
the 
causes that led up to the affair ema- 
nated from remarks made by Godfrey 
concerning experiences of his while in 
the cholera hospital undergoing 
treat-me-nt 
for that 
disease. 
Ever since 
Godfrey was released from the hospi- - 
tal he has assiduously circulated false 
and damaging 
reports 
about people 
bring 
buiied 
alive at that place, or 
fumigated 
with 
lime before death. 
Following these reports, which have 
been 
circulated 
freely 
by Godfrey, 
came the anonymous 
circulars in tbe 
Hawaiian language ported on several 
street corners. 
The circulars 
reitera- 
ted in a measure the charges made by 
Godfrey. 
Whether there 
is any evi- 
dence 
as to his connection with the 
circulars 
is not 
known, 
but there 
can 
be no doubt as to tbe remarks 
credited to him about what be is sup- 
posed to have seen while at the chol- 
era hospital. 
That Godfrey circulated 
these 
dam-api- 
ng 
and at once false statements 
can le fully substantiated. 
No later 
than a couple of days ago he told Mr. 
Ttiurstou 
about 
the mutter. 
That 
gentleman told him plainly that he 
was a 
fali-ifle- r, 
at the 
same 
lime 
admouishing 
him 
to 
desist 
from 
further circulation 
of eucu remarks. 
In leplyiug to the conversation 
by 
Godln-y- , 
Mr. 
Thurston 
said 
that 
everybody was working for a common 
purpose 
aud against the strongest of 
enemies, 
except 
he (Grdfrey), 
who 
was doiug all tie could to stir up strife 
of all kin(ls 
Some cage advice 
was 
giveu the party by Mr. Thurston. 
The numerous statements by God- 
frey having come to the knowledge of 
the 
Citizens 
Sanitary 
Committee, 
Secretary 
McStocker reaursted 
God 
frey to call at headquarters 
and make 
explanation. 
He 
was 
seen on 
the 
street yesterday afternoon by Walter 
Jones, 
and informed 
of the matter. 
Later, afier having seen Captain 
Godfrey met Jones on Mer- 
chant street and told about the con- 
versation with McStocker. 
It seems 
that an appointment was made with 
McStocker for Godfrey to --call at eaul-tar- 
y 
headquarters during last evening. 
He did ro, ami had a short talk with 
the 
ecretary, Judge Cooperand others 
beiug 
pre-eni- 
. 
A. further meeting was 
arranged 
for the next day, and God- 
frey departed. 
As be came down stairs from the 
office of Secretary 
McStocker, he met 
"Walter Jones 
passing along. 
Jones 
was on his way to the water front to 
attend to some special important pub- 
lic duty. 
Godfrey desired to explain 
about the teports, and requested to 
walk with Jones in thedirection men- 
tioned. 
There was no objection made 
by Mr. Jones. When they reached the 
street leading 
off Fort, just 
below 
Hackfeld's, 
a halt was made. Godfrey 
hesitated 
about going further. 
Re- 
plying to a question 
as to the locality 
Jones was going, Godfrey desired to 
accom pany him. 
Just as this decision 
was reached, a hack came dashing up 
and nearly 
ran 
over the two men. 
When the vehicle 
came 
to a stop, 
Godfrey was standing near the rear 
wheels. 
Quick as a flash, 
a man 
masked 
by having a haudkerchlef 
over his face, jumped from tbe hack 
and made a dash at Godfrey. 
Jones 
sang out and wanted 
to know what 
was the matter. 
No reply was uiven, 
and Jones started toward Godfrey. At 
this, another man, 
masked 
in the 
same manner as above, sprang from 
tbe hack and puehed a revolver under 
tbe nose of Jones. 
While this was 
going on. 
Godfrey 
was caught and 
bundled 
into the hack without 
cere- 
mony, and the vehicle dashed away 
in i be direction of the Klnau wharf. 
Jones 
ran as fast 
as he could to 
Kolte's restaurant and telephoned the 
police of what occurred, and, with the 
officers, searched 
tbe entire 
water 
fiout lor the bold abductors and their 
victim, but no signs of either could be 
found. 
Alter placing the matter in 
tbe hands 
of tbe police Jones 
pro- 
ceeded to transact bis business, taking 
a carriage this time for the purpose. 
Alterward he returned home, and here 
ended his knowledge of tbe affair. 
In the meantime 
the police were 
diligently at work looking for God- 
frey and the parties 
who kidnapped 
him. 
Before 
he could 
be 
found, 
however, 
Charles Everett, a Custom 
Houre puard, raw a 
hideous-lookin- 
g 
object appear 
from the lumberyard 
near the old Custom House and tele- 
phoned the station 
house. 
Captain 
Scott and some other officers repaired 
to the scene aud found Godfrey. 
His 
clothes bad been torn from bis person 
and he was covered with a thick coat 
of tar and feathers. 
Guiding tbe offi- 
cers to a spot in the lumber yard near 
the water front, Godfrey told how he 
had been maltreated. 
The only clothing on the unfortunate 
man was a s.mau 
piece oi ujsuiri uu 
the wrist, around 
which 
was 
tied a 
long piece of rope. At tbe place where 
the tar and fea'hers 
was 
done 
was 
found four whitewash brushes covered 
with tar, 
ami a pillow 
of feathers. 
The-- e 
were taken possession of, and, 
with G'Mlrey, taken to the. police sta- 
tion. 
On ariiviug there two 
police-nit--u 
scrubbed 
diligently 
for tome 
time, aud fiuallv 
in clean 
ing the tar aud feathers off the victim 
j 
and, after a suit bf clothes having 
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been secured from his home, the man 
was taken there in a back. 
While at police headquarters 
and 
undercoing 
a hard scraping 
Godfrey-talke- 
d 
freely 
about 
the matter, but 
said he could not identify any of the 
parties. 
He vouchsafed the informa- 
tion that the men maltreated him 
shamefully, 
and 
after 
tarring 
and 
feathering 
him, placed a rope made of 
a handkerchief 
around tbe neck and 
hung him to a tree. 
Thinking that 
he bad been done for, the men cut 
him down before leaving. 
Godfrey bore a rather dilapidated 
appearance, one eye being black 
and 
bruises about tbe chest. 
He claims 
that he was beaten into insensibility, 
and as a consequence could not give a 
clear account of what occurred.

Why People 
of the 
Other Islands 
Are So Careful. 


Hunolulu People Wiould be Quarantined 
aft T.ong a llelclc Passenger. 
Not Well Kqnlpned. 


Mr. Editor: 
In your isaue of the 
10th instant 
you 
have an editorial 
censuring people of the island of Ha- 
waii for their efforts in trying to keep 
away the cholera, and say that "The 
Board of Health has had the other 
inlands under consideration 
as. care- 
fully as it had the island 
of Oahu," 
and "is in a better position to judge 
of the best course to take than those 
in the remote districts," and that for 
the people of Hawaii "to suspect for 
a moment that their friends in Hono- 
lulu would allow them to be put in 
jeopardy, 
is in the nature of an 
in- 
sult," aud that all the above applies 
equally to the 
people of Kauai and 
Maui. 
Now 1 arise to make a few remarks 
in defense of the people of Kauai and 
the "othei islands." 
If the Board of 
Health of Honolulu requires 
passen-ce- 
rs 
from an infected port of Japan to 
be quarantined 
until ejchteen days 
have elapsed from the time of their 
departure 
from said infected port be- 
fore they are set at liberty in Hono- 
lulu, why should we people on the 
other islands be denied the same pro- 
tection in regard to passeugers arriv- 
ing from 
cholera-beridd- 
en 
Honolulu ? 
Again, if the Board of Health will 
give passengers and steamers a clean 
bill of health 
after only a five days 
quarantine and allow tiiem to lea7e 
lor tbe other islands, why did tbey 
keep the Belgic passengers so long in 
quarantine when she at rived with 
a 
clean bill of health ? 
And, anyway, if the Board of Health 
is so 
all-wi- 
se, 
how did they come to 
allow tbe cholera in Honolulu at all ? 
You've got it there, notwithstanding 
the precautions they took, and which 
precautious you, Mr. Editor, and some 
others iu Honolulu, seem to wish to 
deny to us. It teems 
to me it is the 
province 
of the Board 
of Health to 
encourage (and compel) people to take 
sanitary precautions 
rather than to 
them, 
and a little 
should 
be excused 
and 
overlooked rather than condemned. 
It is tbe unanimous sentiment on 
this island that we should 
have as 
strong or even more stringent quaran 
tine protection tuan 
19 demanded by 
all civilized foreign countries. 
You 
took the usual precautions, 
and you 
have the disease. 
If we were all civil- 
ized and intelligent, tbe usual restric- 
tions would, perhaps, do; but, with 
ignorant natives 
among 
us, more is 
necessary, 
a9 you in Honolulu know 
to your cost. 
And the great majority 
of a plantation population consists of 
ignorant natives, Chinese and Japan- 
ese, with only oue doctor in the dis- 
trict. 
You insinuate or intimate that the 
wisdom of Honolulu 
should be 
for in of the other islands. 
Now, we in Kauai believe that the 
Board of Health, if left alone, has no 
objections 
to our helping them keep 
this disease away from this island, but 
we also believe that pressure has been 
brought 
to bear on tbem by the mer- 
chants, 
agents and steamship 
com- 
panies 
of Honolulu, 
who don't want 
business to come to a standstill. 
is the flrst law of nature, 
and we intend 
to help the Board of 
Health keep the cholera away from us. 
If the people of Honolulu 
have such 
an immense interest in our welfare, 
we can assure them that we have a 
still greater 
Interest in it. 
You got 
the scourge in spite of your wisdom 
and 
your 
precautions; 
now, don't 
blame us if we try to avoid the same 
fate. 
Of course, a strict quarantine is a 
hardship, 
but we are tbe sufferers; 
aud, 
if we can stand It, we think tbe 
Honolulu 
people can 
And when we 
of the other islands can't stand it any 
longer, and want to ease up on it a 
little, we will let you know. 
In con- 
clusion, I would say that Kauai peo- 
ple have sympathy and 
admiration 
for tbe Board of Health in this tbeir 
time of pllikia, and hope they will be 
able to speedily stamp out the dread 
disease.

duly grateful. 
If the later reports 
sent 
out 
by 
the 
Australia 
are 
handled 
in an 
equally 
sensible 
manner, the injury done the coun- 
try .abroad 
will 
not 
reach 
the 
monumental figures that have been 
pictured 
in 
the 
public 
mind. 
If 
all 
reports 
can 
be 
kept 
within the limits of strict truth 
there is very good reason to believe 
that the people 
abroad will con- 
tinue to hold a very fair opinion 
of as. 
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LAW 
SET AT NAUGHT. 


On Tuesday 
evening this 
com- 
munity 
was treated to an example 
of border-lif- e 
barbarity, which, al- 


though treated in a more 
or less 
humorous manner in the town gos- 
sip, can 
be 
regarded as nothing 


more or les3 than an indecent blot 
on the good name 
of the city, to 
say nothing of the laws of the land. 
It makes no difference how exten- 
uating the circumstances may have 
been or how richly the members of 
the 
vigilance com 
mittee may have considered their 
victim deserved punishment, there 
is absolutely no argument that can 
be brought forward 
that will save 
the men implicated in this tar and 
feathering party from the odium of 
cowardice and 
an utter 
lack of 
those 
qualities 
which go to make 
up a respected citizen. 
If this city has come to a point 
where personal or public 
wrongs 
are to be redressed 
by 
vigilance 
committees and white cap parties, 
it is time the people began to look 
about themselves and adopt vigor- 
ous treatment for some of the indi- 
viduals within 
our borders. 
The 
whole affair smacks 
of the 
semi-civilizati- 
in districts where 
law 
and order is a theoretical 
general 
ity 
a good thing to talk about but 
seldom brought into practice. 
If a 
person makes himself obnoxious to 
the public or any select class of in- 
dividuals, the ways and 
means for 
bringing him to account are amply 
sufficient without going back to the 
heathenish 
and cowardly methods 
of border ruffians. 
The law must 
be respected at any cost and in the 
present instance the only thing left 
for the authorities to do is to ferret 
out the perpetrators 
of the 
deed 
and bring the law to bear in such a 
manner that this outrage which is 
among the first of its kind, 
shall 
without question be the last. 


TWENTIETH 
CENTURY 
WOMEN. 


Lady Somerset 
forecasts a 
re- 
markably 
bright 
future 
for 
the 
women 
of the 
twentieth 
century 
and 
feels assured that they will 
win 
their 
highest laurels in the 
realms of government. 
She 
fur- 
ther states that during the coming 
century some of the mo3t eminent 
lights in statecraft and diplomacy 
will ariBe from what is now known 
as the 
weaker 
sex. 
The picture 
she portrays is withal a most happy 
one notwithstanding it has a strong 
theoretical tinge. 
There are plenty 
of 
Becond-rat- 
e 
statesmen 
whose 
places might be filled by some of 
the 
level-heade- 
d 
women even of the 
present day, but it is quite as prob- 
able that the general run of twen- 
tieth century women will 
be satis- 
fied with 
the 
position of those of 
the nineteenth century, of wielding 
the power behind the throne with- 
out 
entering 
into 
the rush 
and 
brawl of active politics. 
The Now York Tribune 
touches 
upon many ofthe truths of woman's 
possibilities 
when it says: ".The 
best thing to be hoped for is that 
as the year3 advance woman will 
have 
increased 
opportunities 
of 
doing all the good work that it lies 
in her to 
do, unfettered 
by any 
social or conventional restraints; 
and this 
freedom 
is 
broadening 
around her day by day. 
She is not 
really 
fenced 
out of any 
field of 
effort proper to her. She is already 
free to sit and speak and vote in 
some Legislatures, and sometimes 
does so, but so far has hardly justi- 
fied Lady Somerset's high expecta- 
tions 
of her. 
Time 
may expand 
her capabilities, but she is likely to 
do in the twentieth century 
much 
as she did in the nineteenth 
that 
is, rear the generations and nurture 
and iustruct them. 
That is the 
main work appointed 
to her 
by 
time and destiny ; a highly attrac- 
tive one to most of her sex, which 
they arc not likely to intermit in 
favor of more 
ambitious 
forms of 
effort. 
Those inclined 
to choose 
the latter should and 
will have a 
free field, and much favor; but if 
they should at last find out that it 
ib best to leave to men some of the 
heavier burdens in public as in pri- 
vate life, it would show that they 
had reached a plana of wisdom not 
always 
illustrated 
in 
these 
pro- 
phecies of 
ther fcrthgiringi." 


Captain Mahan, who tells of his 
experience in modern naval 
war- 
fare in the 
August number 
of the 
Century, says that Farragut's opin- 
ion that "the best defence 
against 
the enemy is a well directed 
fire 


from your own guns" is vindicated. 
Offence is more important than de- 


fence, and 
the most effective form 
of offence is against the crew and 
not the ship. 
The ship may 
be 
hurt by heavy guns but the 
crew 


suffers more from the small 
rapid 
firing guns. 
"The 
rapid-firin- g 
gun 
of moderate calibre has just 
now 
fairly established its position as the 
greatest offensive 
power in naval 
warfare." 
Captain 
Mahan is eo 
thoroughly convinced 
of the effec- 
tiveness of rapid 
firing that he is 
inclined to approve of the risk tak 
en in Keeping 
a suppiy 
oi 
loose 
ammunition on deck near the guns. 
The Yalu battle 
was 
considered, 
drawn. 
Summed 
up broadly, it 
presents the successful resistance 
of two ships, armored, with a joint 
displacement of 15,000 tons, to five 
ships, partly protected, 
of 19,000 
tons. 
This agrees with the general 
teachings 
of warfare, 
that, 
force 
concentrated under one 
command 
is more efficient than that dissem- 
inated among several. 
What 
en- 
abled the 
Japanese to 
draw 
the 
fight was their 
forty-fiv- e 
quick-fi- r 
ing guns in opposition 
to the slow 
fire 
of eight 
12-inc- h 
guns. 
Re- 
garding the question between heavy 
armor and heavy guns, the Yalu 
fight 
declares 
for 
armor. 
Com- 
mander McGiffin says that the Chi- 
nese ironclads were struck 
by doz- 
ens 
of 
armor-piercin- g 
projectiles 
from the 
13-inc- h 
Canet guns of the 
Japaueee 
and 
from 
the 
10-inc- h 
Armstrong guns, but not a single 
Bhot 
penetrated 
more 
than 
four 
inches. 


QUARANTINE 
AND 
COMMON 
SENSE. 


One of our numerous island cor- 
respondents want3 to know why, if 
Honolulu requires an eighteen day 
quarantine 
for steerage passengers 
from 
the 
Orient, 
an 
objection 
should be made when 
the people 
of Kauai, for instance, demand an 
eighteen 
day 
quarantine 
of 
all 
passengers coming from Honolulu. 
Very 
likely 
this 
query 
appears 
sound sense in the minds 
of those 
who have not stopped 
to think or 
to study into the quarantine 
regu- 
lations of the general run of 
civil- 
ized nations. 
The eighteen 
days 
quarantine in vogue at this port is 
required as a guard against small- 
pox, and is in fact the longest term 
of quarantine 
required 
for any of 
the list of contagious diseases. 
In 
the United 
States, the quarantine 
period for smallpox 
is placed at 
fourteen days. 
For the benefit of some of the 
residents of the other islands who 
are establishing regulations 
pecu- 
liarly to themselves, we quote the 
following from the quarantine laws 
and 
regulations 
issued 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Treasury 
Depart- 
ment: 
"Steerage passengers coming from 
cbolera-iufrcte- 
d 
districts must be de- 
tained five days in suitable bouses or 
barracks 
located 
wbere 
tbere 
is no 
danger 
from infection, 
aud all 
bag- 
gage disinfected 
as hereinafter pro 
vided; me eaia period or nveuays to 
begin only after tbe bathiug or the 
passengers, 
disinfection 
of all 
their 
baggage aud apparel, 
removal of all 
food brought with them, and. isolation 
from others not so treated. 
' Prior to soiling from ports infected 
with cholera, 
each passenger of the 
cabin class should produce satisfactory 
evidence as to his exact place of abode 
during tbe five days immediately 
pre- 
ceding embarkation, 
and if it appear 
that he or bis baggage has been ex- 
posed to contagion 
such 
passenger 
should 
be detained 
such 
length 
of 
time as shall be deemed necessary by 
tbe inspecting officer, aud tbe baggage 
be disinfected. 
"Should" cholera 
break out in the 
barracks or houses in which the pas- 
sengers are undergoing tbe five days 
isolation, 
no 
passengers 
from said 
house or barracks should embark until 
fivedas 
isolation 
from the 
la--t case 
and a repetition 
of the sanitary mea- 
sures previously taken." 
From the 
foregoing 
it will be 
noted that five days is the limit of 
the quarantine 
period, also that 
our Board of Health 
in 
dealing 
with cabin passengers for the other 
islands has followed out the 
regu- 
lations which the 
United 
States 
lays down for steerage passengers, 
or in other 
words 
it 
has taken 
avery 
precaution 
prescribed 
by 
modern science. 
The same strict 
regulations have been observed in 
dealing with what little freight in 
allowed to go from 
this port. 
Ths 
people 
of Hawaii, Maui or Kauai 


cannot do more, nor will the restric- 
tions they have seen fit to place on 
freight and passenger traffic secure 
greater immunity 
from 
infection. 
At the present writing, residents of 
North and South Kona seem to be 
about the only one3 who have not 
lost 
their 
heads, and it will pay 
some of the 
leading lights of the 
other districts 
to make notes from 
the proceedings of the North Kona 
public meeting and paste them in 
their hats. 


STEAMBES 
THAT PASS 
US. 


The manner 
in which the cap- 
tains of the through steamers are 
treating the people 
of this country 
has reached a 
point where it is 
about time 
for righteous 
indigna- 
tion to assert itself and find out 
where 
we 
stand. 
For 
a 
second 
time one of the through steamers 
has passed this port without taking 
the mails and Hawaii is practically 
shut 
up 
in 
a 
box 
for 
another 
month. 
We are aware that every 
captain has orders to fight shy of 
infected ports, and that they are in 
duty bound to take proper care of 
passengers and the property of the 
company, but at the same time it 
must 
be admitted 
that even the 
people 
of 
an infected 
port 
are 
worthy 
of 
some 
consideration. 
ro iauii can 
De iouna with a 
re- 
fusal to take freight or passengers, 
but a failure to take mails, thereby 
completely cutting off communica- 
tion with 
the 
outside 
world, 
is 
quite another 
thing. 
There may 
be danger in carrying fumigated 
mails 
from 
an infected port, but 
certain it h that it is not a matter 
of sufficient gravity 
to be given 
attention 
in 
the 
United 
States 
quarantine regulations. 
"Whatever 
company or quarantine regulations 
may 
be, no captain, company or 
country has a moral right 
to turn 
away from another 
captain, 
com- 
pany or country when it i3 possible 
that their assistance may be of vital 
importance. 
Nothing 
serious 
re- 
sulted from the passing of thj Mon- 
owai and we trust the same maybe 
true of the Alameda but the good 
fortune of the past is no guarantee 
for the future. 
It was the 
inten- 
tion of the Government 
to 
send 
orders by the Alameda for fumigat- 
ing apparatus of which the city is 
sadly in need. 
This order is now 
delayed for fully 
two 
weekB 
and 
possibly longer. 
If there is no re- 
lief from this turning aside of com- 
mon carriers, it will pay the coun- 
try 
to send 
some 
of the 
island 
steamers to San Francisco. 


PEED 
PROM 
PORTLAND. 


Direct Communication Desired With 
the Hawaiian Islands. 
Considerable quantities of barley, 
bran, 
oats 
and 
hay 
are 
bsing 
shipped from Portland 
to the 
Ha- 
waiian Islands, 
where 
there is an 
extensive market fir such articles, 
which 
has been 
chiefly supplied 
from San Francisco. 
A great num- 
ber of animals are used on the sugar 
plantations. 
For 
instance, 
one 
sugar 
grower 
works several 
hun- 
dred mules and raises no feed 
for 
them, as it pays him better to raise 
sugar cane and buy feed. 
Oats are 
very cheap in this market 
now, 20 
cents per bushel being about the 
average price, 
but 
some 
sell for 
less, and good, clean heavy white 
oats bring as high as 25 cents for 
shipment. 
Owing to tbe Altmore 
not touching at Honolulu, a lot of 
hay and similar 
stuff has 
been 
shipped by the Signal to Vancouv- 
er, B. C, to be forwarded to Hono- 
lulu 
by 
the Australian 
Eteamer.

which the Governor alone can call 
into use when there is fear of an

meeting of state board. 
At a recent special meeting 
of 
the California State Board of Health 
held to determine what

to 
take regarding the possibility of a 
scourge of Asiatic cholera, the

retary was instructed 
to send the 
following 
letter 
to U. 
S. Surgeon 
General Wyman at Washington, 
D.C.:

TO TAKE MAIL. 


Captain 
Morse 
Afraid 
of 
Cholera. 


October 2d Nest Steamer. 
Once again the people of 
Hono- 
lulu have a 
grievance 
againBt a 
master of a steamer for refusing to 
take the mails to the 
Coast. 
The 
Alameda 
arrived 
early yesterday 
morning 
and 
Jaid-t- o 
outside the 
harbor. 
Pilot Macauley, Port Phy- 
sician Day, W. M. Giffard, repre- 
senting the Oceanic Company, and 
L. T. 
.Kenake, 
of the 
postoffice, 
went out to the vessel and inform- 
ed Captain Morse 
of the situation 
existing here. 
When asked by Mr. 
Giffard if a 
mail 
would 
be 
taken, 
Captain 
Morse said the matter 
would 
be 
left entirely with the agents, who 
must 
assume all responsibility in 
the premises. 
This 
Mr. 
Giffard 
was willing to do, 
and 
said 
he 
would inform the authorities that a 
mail would 
go 
by 
the 
steamer. 
Replying to a question by the cap- 
tain, he was informed that it would 
take about four hours to perfect ar- 
rangements of fumigation and get 
proper authority from the Board of 
Health. 
When 
this 
explanation 
had been made, which 
was 
satis- 
factory to Captain Morse, the party 
started back to the city. 
Dr. Day having 
to call at the 
Kaala 
to furnish an order of 
de- 
parture 
for that 
vessel, the pilot 
boat was nearing where 
the Kaala 
was lying 
when 
Captain 
Morse 
steamed 
alongside and informed 
the gentlemen that the doctor of 
the Alameda had 
told 
him 
the 
process 
of fumigation was no pre- 
ventative against the cholera, and 
if he took 
the 
mail 
the 
vessel 
would be quarantined 
on reaching 
San Francisco; 
the 
passengers 
were afraid 
of the disease and he 
had concluded not 
to take 
any- 
thing from Honolulu. 
Notwithstanding the explanation 
given by the party that there was 
no danger of contagion from hand- 
ling mail, which would be 
thor- 
oughly fumigated before and after 
being placed in the bags, Captain 
Morse 
adhered 
to his determina- 
tion. 
The 
Australian 
mail 
was 
dumped into the pilot boat and the 
Alameda 
Bteamed 
away 
toward 
San Francisco. 
Under the circumstances it was 
but natural for the 
people 
to be 
disappointed, and their dissatisfac- 
tion of the course of Captain Morse 
was expressed in unmeasured terms. 
There will not be a mail for the 
Coast before 
October 2d, the Aus- 
tralia being due to sail

Oat at Oakland. 


Chicago (111), Sept. 4. 
Consul Job 
of Hawaii has discovered a plot to 
overturn the Republic of Hawaii and 
either restore 
JJliuokalanl 
to the 
throne or set up a new government. 
Filibusters are being recruited in Chi- 
cago for this purpose. 
A private 
de- 
tective agency is said to be tracing the 
leaders of the movement, 
and at the 
first attempt on tbeir part to make a 
hostile 
demonstration 
they will 
bo 
arrested. 
Since bis appointment as Consul for 
Hawaii Mr. Job has been sounding 
public 
opinion 
as 
to 
its 
attitude 
toward the struggling 
republic. 
In 
connection 
with 
some 
colonization 
schemes which the republic proposes 
to float in Chicago and other Amer- 
ican cities at an early date be discov- 
ered tbat men 
of tome 
prominence 
here and elsewhere 
had already 
in- 
augurated 
a plan to organize 
here a 
body of men to 
go to Hawaii and 
overthrow the present government. 
They were to be recruited in 
Chi- 
cago, shipped t) various points on the 
Pacific Coast, gradually gathered into 
one or two large vessels, armed 
and 
set sail for Hawaii. 
The recruiting 
has gone eo far that 
an 
officer bad been 
offered a commission in the army to 
be formed. 
Dispatches from San Francisco 
in- 
dicate tbat the formation of an army 
in Chicago has already been learned 
there, and Charles T. Wilder, Hawai- 
ian Consul, will keep a close lookout 
for filibusters 
who may 
attempt to 
embark from that point. 
The prompt 
action of Consul Job may squelch the 
thing without the attention of this 
government being called to it. 
- Other advices than those of Consul 
Job are to the effect tbat Hawaii is on 
the eve of a revolution. 
It is predict- 
ed that if annexation does not occur 
there may be an uprising. 
The leader of the party which is be- 
ing formed is supposed to be a man of 
means. 
His name 
and tbat 
of the 
principal conspirators are withheld by 
Consul Job, who fears their use might 
defeat justice. 
Chicago seems to have 
been chosen as the base of operations 
because of all 'cities it contains the 
most promising 
material for an expe- 
dition of tbat kind. 
The men going 
as recruits were to receive free passage, 
arms and allotment of lands after they 
had accomplished their purpose. 
Consul Job looks at his discovery in 
a serious 
light. 
When asked about 
bis 
information 
this afternoon, 
he 
said : 
' 
"I did not intend to make this pub- 
lic at present, for I have not found out 
all that I wish 
to-- , but the report 
is 
correct. I have unearthed 
a'deliber-at- e 
plot 
to organize 
a 
well-arm- ed 
body of men in this city, officer them 
with men 
of intelligence and means, 
and embarking 
from some point on 
the Pacific coast, sail for Hawaii and 
overthrow 
the 
republic. 
I have 
promptly 
advised 
the Government 
and am taking prompt action here to 
bead off the schemes and expose the 
leaders. 
In a day or two I hope to 
know 
everything. 
Who the inspir- 
ing factor of the plot is I do not know. 
"A strong 
fflbrt is being made to 
place the whole administration on a 
sound, business basis. 
The republic is 
out of debt and there 
is several hun- 
dred thousaud dollars in the treasury. 
The army is now three or four times 
as large as it was under the Queen, 
better 
and better armed. 
Any filibustering 
party would meet 
with a hot reception. 
"It has been known 
for sometime 
tbat InOther American 
cities efforts 
have been made to form filibustering 
parties against Hawaii, but I did not 
suspect such action was being taken 
here until I discovered what I have 
within the last few days. 
No more 
favorable spot for securing adventur- 
ous men could be found, and J have 
no doubt if I bad notlearned of the 
scheme it would have been successful, 
so far as securing 
recruits 
is con- 
cerned."

and if tbe schooner 'can procure a 


cargo peaceably tbe crew will do so, 
but if not, it is said the inhabitants 
will be induced to keep quiet by tbe 
aid of the guns and small arms. 
This 
method, however, will only be adopt- 
ed In a case 
of extremity. 
Should 
this part of the expedition be success- 
ful tee Satana's 
head 
will then be 
turned toward the coast of Lower Cal- 
ifornia, where 
the party intends .to 
take possession of some land to which 
the members have a title. 
Tbe expedition will be commanded 
by Captain Fritz Tletjen, and associat- 
ed with him are L. Stroube, 
Thomas 
Wagner, N. P. Jensen 
and a coasting 
captain named Bayly. 
Much interest 
is being shown in the expedition and 
its avowed purpose, but there Is an in- 
clination 
in some quarters 
to doubt 
the sincerity 
of the promoters. 
The 
amonnt of arms talked 
about and the 
fact tbat the party intends to effect its 
first landing at Hawaii are regarded 
as significant, 
and tbe Satana may 
have a little difficulty in clearing from 
the custom house.

W. 
G. Hall arrived on Thursday evening 
with the freight that 
was 
refused 
landing on her last trip. 
The vessel 
had to wait until Friday evening 
be- 
fore permission could be gotten from 
Hilo to discbarge. 
After tbe freight 
was landed it was fumigated for over 


twenty-fou- r 
hours. 
The general opinion in the district 
is that the Board 
of Health should 
have appointed a committee 
of six 
from this district 
to act with Ihe 
Board of Health, and to decide if it is 
sate to land freight and passengers. 
Surely Kau can 
produce six intelli- 
gent men who would be capable 
of 
judging for the district, and not leave 
our fate in the hands ot Hilo. 
We are 
as much frightened 
of the cholera as 
Hilo, 
and would 
do all we could to 
keep it out. 
Tbe latest act passed by tbe Hilo 
committee was that all vessels coming 
from Honolulu to Hawaii must report 
at Hilo first, and there a member of 
tbe committee will fumigate the ves- 
sel for twenty-fo- ur 
hours, afterwards 
allowing tbe freight 
to be discharged 
at any port on tbe island. 
Suppose 
the W. G. Hall on coming up should 
stop at Lahaina and learn that tbe 
Mauites bad passed a similar act, and 
tbat 
she should proceed to Kahului 
and be fumigated 
for 
twenty-fou- r 
hours and then be allowed to discbarge 
her freight at Lahaina and Maalaea. 
She would have to go to Hilo and be 
fumigated again for twenty-fo- ur 
hours 
after which she must proceed to Kailua 
aud work along the Kona coast 
to 
Kau. 
At this rate it would take her 
about 
fifte-- n 
days to make a round 
trip. 
If Kau had a committee 
of its 
own, it would 
most likely ask the 
Board of Health to give the steamer 
and freight a thorough fumigation for 
twenty-fo- ur 
hours while tbe steamer 
is lying in the stream, and then allow 
ber to depart and discbarge freights at 
bervarious ports, thereby saving time, 
expense, coal and agonizing feelings, 
and no doubt have a more proper fum- 
igation then she would receive in Hilo, 
as tbe Honolulu 
Board of Health has 
had more experience 
than our Hilo 
friends. 
Tbe residents of Kau have tbe ut- 
most of confidence in 
W. O. Smith 
and the Board of Health. 
Tbe Board 
has made many friends here on 
ac- 
count of the precautions taken to fight 
tbe dreaded cholera, and we would not 
have the least fear 
to receive any 
freight that was fumigated by them, 
as we know they would not allow any- 
thing to come tbat was not safe. 
A mass meeting was held Friday 
afternoon, which was composed 
of Ha- 
waiians only. 
A resolution was pass- 
ed tbat all freight should be lauded 
tbat the Board of Health allowed to 
leave Honolulu. 
We trust tbat tbe Board of Health 
will give this matter tbeir careful con- 
sideration and fumigate ithe steamer

Honolnlu ; also to al- 
low the W. G. Hall to take coin, po-

Pabala school has not opened, as tbe 
teachers were spending their vacation 
on Maui when tbe quarantine went 
into effect. It may be some time be- 
fore they can return. 
A crazy Japanese 
tried to commit 
suicide a few days ago by cutting his 
throat, but was not successful. 
Dr. 
Capron tewed the wound up, and tbe 
Jap is now on the road to recovery.

Health yesterday was well attended. 
The 
pre-eut- 
a report 
dealiug 
with 
details 
of disinfecting 
the entire city as recommended by the 
Citizen? Sanitary Committee. 
Discussion 
was 
general as to what 
kiuds of disinfectants 
should be used 
on houses 
in the Infected districts; 
also mode of airing aud sunning those 
uninfected. 
A large number of those present 
took part iu the deliberations of the 
meeting. 
It seemed to be the general 
opinion that tbe avaiUhle 
supply of 
lime be used in whitewashing 
the in- 
terior of the rouses 
in the infected 
districts, 
of mercury and 
sulphuric 
acid solution for cesspools, 
vaults, grounds, etc 
Next Mo u ilay was set apart as the 
day of commei.ciug work of cleaning 
the city, which will include a brigade 
of paid whitewashes. 
Owing to the 
scarcity of lime 
and brushes, all tbe 
bouses cannot be attended 
to at once. 
Thedetaili of the workare being form- 
ulated by the Board 
of Health, and 
everything will 
be in readiness 
to 
commence bright and early Monday 
morning. 
It may require three days 
to finish the work, which it to be done 
in a most thorough manner.
